- Judgment was delivered in. favour of the 
vespondent and defendant’ in the appeal 
brought by the plaintiff in the case of John 
P. Murphy, farmer, of Fenit Within, Ce. 
Kerry, against John C. D. Hurley, his land- 
lord, from thei decision .of Mr. Justice Sulbi- 
van and Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in the High 
Court, affirming on appeal the decision of 
Circuit Judge McElhgott dismissing the 
plaintiff’s action; which was brought to re- 
cover £28 2s. 6d. for the flooding cf his 
lands at Fenit, Co. Kerry, through t)¢«al- 
leged neglect of the defendant to repair a sea 
wall adjoining the lands, which, it was 
alleged, he was bound under a covenant “to 
keep in repair. 

The Chief ‘Justice, in his’ judgment, held 
that on the whole case the appeal had not 
been sustained by the plaintiff, so far as the 
breaches in the wall up to the terrific storm 
of December, 1924, were concerned, but he 
was of opinion that the plaintiff and ap- 
pellant was entitled to nominal damages for 
what had occurred since that date, as no 
repairs to the internal structure of the wall, 
which was admittedly defective, had been 
made by the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, in separate judgments, con- 
curred with the Chief Justice that the appeal 
had not been sustained. 

The Chief Justice stated that the result 
was that the appeal wonld be dismissed. He 
added that the defendant. would ‘get the costs 
of the second hearing of the case and of the 


appeal. i

A remarkable story was told when 
Chiistopher Farnan, Mountjoy square, 
Dublin, was charged with breaking and enter- 
ing Leech's pubiic-house, 6 Dolphin a Barn, 
Dublin, on tae night of December 6th last, 
and stealing therefrom cigarettes and other 
articles, ‘including drink, to the value of 
about £68. 

James Leech, the publican, ath evidence 
of the state in which he found the shop on 
the morning after the robbery. The articles 
mentioned in the charge were missing, and 
he found a table in the rear laden with empty 
whiskey, brandy and wine bottles, tins of 
sardine and salmon, etc., the remains of a 
** feast. ”’ 

DRANK HIMSELF ASLEEP. 

The prosecution then called Thomas Kelly, 
Railway street, Dublin, who had been. con- 
victed of the same offence at Green street 
Courthouse in Jannary last, when he was 
given a suspensory sentence of twelve months’ 
imprisonment. Kelly said that he had known 
Farnan for about five years, and they hdd 
often met *‘to discuss jobs together.’’ They 
decided to ‘‘ do a.job’’ at Leech’s, and went 
there on the night in question, 

When ‘they went in, Kelly said, the fire 
was lighting, and they sat down to have a 
drink anda feed... ‘‘ What was in the shop 
we went through, he said. ‘‘ We cleared it 
of everything but stout and ale, as we could 
not take that.”’ 

The. witness related that he got happy and 
went to sleep. He did not awake until 7.30 
o'clock. Farnan then was gone, as were the 
sacks of stolen goods, He left the public- 
house and tried to find. Farnan. e had 
given a: wrong address, and he did not find 
him until the following day. He then asked, 
‘What about the divide?’’ In addition to 
the drink they had got about £40 of the 
‘hard stoff’’ from the shop. A motor car 


sacks of stuff away. ! 
SALE TO PUSBLICAN. 

After much arguing he got 5s. from 
Farnan and a promise of more. The next 
time he met Farnan the latter had only a 
few shillings instead of a few pounds, and 
the witness then forced him to tell where he 
sold the “'stuff.” They went out to the public- 
house outside the city to whom it had been 
sold. At first the publican’ denied that. he 
had bought the drink, but afterwards ad- 
mitted it when the. witness threatened that he 
would’ take him and Farnan to the Civic 
Guards. 


Yes; I was getting cross. (Laughter.) 

Continuing,. the- witness said that ‘‘ the 
whiskey was going down all this time.” 
Nobody was paying for it.. (Lavghter.) 

They came to an agreement whereby the 
witness was paid £10 as his share of the 
‘“ spoils." The publican paid him by cheque, 
which the -witness cashed. : 

Replyitig to Detective Sergeant Lynch, the 
witness said that the cheque was given to him 
after he came out of jail.in February. 

Detective Sergeant Lynch produced the 
cheque and handed it to the Justice;:;with the 
remark that the publican also would be a 
defendant. 

Replying to Mr.-O’Brien, the witress said 
that he had knuwn .Leech’s public-house for 
years and had selected it because he knew it.

g . WHEN ALL WAS QUIET. 

Questioned as to why they waited until 6 
o'clock -in the morning before removing the 
stolen goods, the witness sdid that the Guards 


be quiet...They knew this from experience.

Farnan had. made the arrangements about the 
car. , 

The Justice then remanded Farnan in 
custody, allowing bail on an independent 
surety of £100 or two sureties of £50 each.

man, 

i FIVE MASKED MEN. 

Describing the ‘‘hold-up,’’ Wisdom said 
that he had. delivered bread at Castlefield 
House, and was. returning down the avenue 
when he found the gate half closed. There 
was a rustling sound, and then he heard the 
words “Hands up! His wife, who was in 
the van with him, said,. “Mind yourself.” 
Later he was faced by two men holding re- 
volvers, The revolvers were thrust. into his 
face, and he was ordered’ to hand over 
his money bag. He gave up the money, and 
later was allowed to drive awav: He went to 
the military outpost beside President Cos- 
grave’s: residence, and reported what had 
happened. 

Cross-examined by Mr..A. Lynn ‘(instructed 
by Mr. C. ‘B.° W. ‘Bovle), the witness said 
that. he placed altogether five men engaged in 
the robbery: He had seen some men outside 
Delaney's public-house that day, but he could 
not recognise. any of them as being among 
those who took part in. the raid. .

COMMISSIONERS’ DISCRETION 

The discretion which the Commissioners 

iimed meant that relief should be granted 

refused.

The ‘‘ making of provision for due relief ”’ 
eemed to be confirmed by a subsequent 
Statute, and that meant that the Guardians 
were bound to perform that duty.

CAUSE FOR REFUSING RELIEF. 

It was a pity, however, that a summary 
procedure was not provided for a review of 
their actions, or for those of their officers, 
n the giving of relief, in order that they 
would have an opportunity of stating what 
vas the cause for refusing the relief. How- 

er, 1t would be impossible for a pauper to 

rushing into court. If every’ case 
had to be redressed in that wav 

would give rise to an absurd 
osition. Neither were paupers likely to have 
recourse to a procedure by mandamus, but 
such a remedy should be provided as would 
not endanger the machinery of outdoor relief 
or the action of the Guardians or the Com- 
missioners. 

The decision of Poor Law Guardians, how- 
ever, was open to review by the Courts, and 
it was a matter of surprise to him that only 
such a small number as were before the 
Court in this case could be found out of such 
a large number of cases as were dealt with 
by the Guardians to come forward to claim 
that they were not getting adequate relief. 

It was contended that the ré er ve were 
under the control of the Local Government 
Department, and that the plaintiffs’ right to 
dua relief was to be qualified by making ap- 
plication, accompanied by a medical certifi- 
cate or otherwise. He could not understand 
how that qualification could take away the 
right to due relief. There was a general pro- 
vision, which could not be qualified except 
by Act of Parliament. This was not an 
action of tort or of contract, but the 
Guardians were bound to make provision for 
the dye relief of such persons as were before 
the Court, to make a proper rule upon ap- 
plications before them, and to give proper 
‘lireetions to their relieving officers. 

RELIEF ADEQUATE? 

The authorities bearing upon the present 
case imposed duties ‘upon the Guardians 
which they should discharge. There was an 
obligation upon the Guardians. If they failed 

hat. it should be open to proceed against 
them by mandamus to discharge that obliga- 
tion, and the question then would arise as to 
vhat, extent relief should be given. — . 

The plaintiffs had been receiving relief since 
the action was instituted, and in this issue 
here was a very important question of prin- 
ciple involved. Was the relief afforded in 
the case adequate and sufficient relief under 
the Act? Dos that point he would not 
sive a declaration bearing upon each 
ndividual case.

QUESTION OF COSTS, 

As the plaintiffs had succeeded only in a 
portion of their claim, he was hesitant about 
xiving them their full costs, but, no doubt, 
the proceedin s must have been financed 
from some charitable source, They, how- 
ever, had been successful in the dominant 
issue, and upon that ground he would allow 
them their costs. Any grievances which 
they had, he trusted, would be redresed 
“ a result of this action. It had transpired 
‘hat they were already receiving relief, but 
he was not deciding if that was due relief 
within the meaning of the statute. 

PROPER CASE FOR HIGH COURT. 

The defendants’ case was that, as guardians 
of the poor, they had administered due relief 
fo the plaintiffs in accordance with the 
statutes, rules and regulations governing the 
administration of relief, and they pleaded that 
in administering relief, except in so far as 
hey had discretionary powers, they were act- 
ing under the direction and control of the 
Minister for Government and Public 
Health, and that the claims of the plaintiffs 
were barred by the Local Government (Ire- 
land) Act, 1808 (61 and 62 Vic., Cap. 37). 

Mr. Rice, K.C., with Mr. Henry, K.C., 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Molloy 
(instructed by Messrs. Roger Greene and Sons) 
appeared for the defendants, applied for a 
stay of execution in the case, in order that 
the matter might be taken to the Appeal 
Court for a ruling.

WORKING HOURS TO BE

The Press Association learns that there 
was an important development last night 
in regard to miners’ working hours, now 
the subject of legislation. 

The officials of the Miners’ Federation 
have received an invitation from the 
officials of the Mining Association, repre- 


day in London to discuss the question of 
hours, and the miners’ representatives 
have accepted the invitation. 

This is a move, states the Press Associa- 
tion, which has long been anticipated and 
will occasion no surprise in mining circles. 
It can be stated that if an agreement were 
reached between miners and owners on 
the adjustment of working hours the 
Government would be prepared to 
acquiesce, and the Coal Bill, so far as 
hours are concerned, would become more 
or less an agreed measure. It might even 
be possible to withdraw the clause 
relating to hours. 

The miners’ representatives will want 
an assurance, although, perhaps, no actual 
guarantee, that there shall be no reduc- 
tion of wages. 

The owners, it is believed, will suggest 
an alternative to the proposal in the Coal 
Bill of a reduction of hours to seven and a 
half.

VISCOUNT BANGOR’S

T has been well said that there are only 

one or two men whose millenaries could 
be considered as worth recording. Fewer 
still are big enough to be worthy of 
recognition after two thousand years, and 
supreme among the elect stands Vergil, 
the Lombardy peasant farmer’s son, whose 
matchless genius helped to shape Roman 
civilisation, and has imposed itself upon 
he life and thought of every Western 
land. 

This year, on the 15th October, the 
bi-millenary of Vergil’s birth occurs, and 
in honour of the event the Hellenic 
Travellers’ Club has arranged a pilgrim- 
age during April to the Vergil country. 
The plans provide for tours through 
Brescia, Verona, Mantua and Florence, 
with lectures by eminent  Vergilian 
scholars. At the head of the sub-committee 
responsible for the details of organisation 
stands Dr. R. S. Conway, Professor of 
Latin in the University of Manchester, 
and a recent president of the Classical 
Association.

The growth of traffic in the City of Dublin 
within recent years has given rise to anxious 
thought among those who are concerned 
with its regulation. 

At present three’ schemes to relieve the 
dangerous congestion noticeable at O'Connell 
Bridge are being examined by traffic experts. 

Since the advent of the motor omnibus, 
and the continued growth in popularity of 
the private motor car, congestion has become 
marked at this point, which, being the prin- 
cipal artery of the city, has to carry the 
greater volume of the traffic. It is the main 
outlet for traffic to the West of Ireland, and 
as this has grown to unexpected dimensions 
within recent years, following on the open- 
ing up of the country by omnibuses, it 1s 
felt generally that some effort should be 
made to ease the congestion and regulate 
the traffic with greater facility. ‘The western 
side of O'Connell Bridge is that most affected 
by recent developments, and it is here that 
the traffic experts have directed their 
thoughts with a view to arriving at a solu- 
tion of the problem, which is growing daily.

A 3EA BOUNDARY. 

‘We always seem to be up against a 
boundary, whether discussing fish, or flesh, 
or good red herring,’ said Captain Redmond.

Mr. POWELL (F.F., Galway) said that he 
was not satisfied with the present condition 
of the fishing industry.

£1,250. He impressed on the Minister the 
necessity for immediate action to help the 
fishermen to tide over the period between now 
and the date-when the new Association would 
come into operation. i 


“A DISGRACE.'' 

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexfor?) 
said that it was rather a disgrace to them 
that the French (;overnment should send a 
fleet of gunboats to defend Irish territorial 
waters against French nationals. He sug- 
gested that flying boats might be borrowed 
from the Irish National Army to be used to 
aflord protection against foreign poachers. 
There were a considerable number of lakes 
along the Border between the Free State 
and Northern Lreland, and he doubted if any- 
thing was done to trace a line showing the 
limits of fishing and Customs rights between 
the two countries. lf, as Deputy Cassidy 
suggested, Donegal was to get two protection 
boats. all the other counties on the oast 
would request boats, and about twenty vessels 
would be required. A few flying boats acting 
as patrols and fitted ‘with wireless could 
communicate with two or three base ships, 
which would be able to pursue and arrest 
poaching trawlers. 

French, English and Scotch fishers had a 
hundred years’ starf, of the Irish, and had 
solid development. due to capital being put 
into their fishing organisation. When Irish 
money was put into the industry the position 
would be changed. Meantine, Irish rights 
should be asserted in Irish territorial waters. 
Otherwise those rights would be lost by non- 
usage, and by violation by other countries’ 
fishermen. 


'' SPASMODIC ' SERVICE. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow), complained 
of ihe spasmodic service to cvastal places, 
which prevented people from getting regula: 
supplies of fish, and suggested the mivoduc- 
tion of a motor delivery service for the dis- 
tribution of fish. His party was not satisfied 
that the Minister was taking sufficient steps 
to protect the industry, and. would vote 
against the estimate. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (I.F., Galway), asked the 
Minister if the recommendations of the 
Gaeltacht Commission regarding afforestation, 
land reclamation, and the makiug of slips 
and piers were to be shelved. He noticed in 
the estimate of sum of £200 for shell-fishing 
development, and he wanted to know what 
that small sum was expecied to do. 

Mr, ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough), 
referred to the good work done by the Civic 
Guards to put down poaching, and said that 
he would like to see their efiorts backed by 
a better public spirit.

STATEMENT BY MINISTER 
— 
DIFFICULTIES OF THE 
SITUATION, 

Mr. FiONAN LYNCH, Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries. said that the 1925 Act pro: 
vided that fishery rates were payable to the 
Conservators, and not, as formerly, to the 
local authorities. Provision was made. how- 
ever, for his Department to compensate the 
local authorities -if they were unduly hit bv 
this innovation. Mr. Derrig’s opening speech 
showed that he had given considerable 
thought to the difficulties of the situation. 
The deputy had raised many important 
matters, including the question of the steam. 
drifter fleet operating off the Irish coast, and 
had pointed out that of the three hundred 
herring-drifters only two were of Irish 
registration. 

The fact was that those drifters had to 
follow the shoals of fish, which necessitated 
their crews being absent from home for the 
greater part of the year. hey could only 
fish from their home ports for about six 
weeks in the year. Very few Irish fishermen 
were prepared to face that drawback. In 
addition, these fishermen had to undertake 
a considerable gamble. During the past 
season the Scottish drifters barely paid their 
way, and the reports of. the companies shower 
that for the last two years they had barely 
paid expenses, and had no money to spare 
for reconditioning. 

These companies were well financed, and 
couid afford a few bad seasons; but they 
were looking for a cheaper oil-driven drifter, 
which would replace the too expensive steam- 
drifter. and he thought that the Free State 
would be well advised to wait until this more 
economic type of boat was invented before 
venturing on this branch of fishing. 

GOVERNMENT LOANS, BUT — 

The Government were prepared to put up 
money for any scheme that seemed likely to 
favour the development of the fishing 
industry, but he would not recommend the 
expenditure of money until he saw the /iFeil- 
hood of permanent results from that 
expenditure. Money would be provided toi 
the association which was being formed, but 
the Government were not prepared to give 
loans if there was no intention of repaying 
them. It should be clearly understood that 
h loan was not a grant. — ' 

The point had been raised that it was vory 
hard to ask the fisherman to provide two 
solvent securities, but if a man could not find 
two men in his locality to say that he was 
an honest man who would repay his loan, 
why should the State lend him money? 
During the war years these loans had been 
repaid promptly. w hen the slump came there 
was a considerable falling off in the repsyment 
of leans—even shop debts fell into Mháihee 
but fishery loans seemed to suffer most, one 
after a while, the habit developed of no 
paying them at all.

With regard to Inland Fisheries, one of

On the 
general question of opening of rivers, he 
could always grant an inquiry if there was 
anything in the nature of a general demand 
by fishermen for it. 

Referring to the infringement of the terri- 
torial waters, the Minister said that in the 
Saltee case an appeal had been lodged, but 
was found to be late. 

Another case had arisen since, in which a 
different decision was expected; but, if not, 
an appeal would be lodged. One of the 
Free State delegation at The Hague Con- 
ference was a chief officer of the Department 
of Fisheries, and it was hoped to have 
matters somewhat cleared up as a result of 
the negotiations. 

He understood that the Land Act of 1929 
made the transfer of fishing rights possible, 
if desirable; but it was a matter about which 
there was a possibility of divided opinion, 
because under previous Acts the rights were 
reserved to the landlord in some cases, and 
in others to the riparian owners, He did not 
think it desirable to hand over the fishing 
rights to the riparian owners, unless they 
had co-operation between these owners, His 
opinion was that it would be hetter to keep 
the fishing rights vested in the State, and to 
utilise them for the betterment of the 
fisheries, and give the riparian owners some- 
thing in return, such as the remission of 
annuities or some other quid pro quo. It 
was a question worthy of consideration, 
Whether the ‘several fisheries"’ should he 
held by the State rather than by individuals. 


HOME INDUSTRIES. 

As regards home industries, he said that 
there was a very considerable amount done 
for the homespun. industry, as well as for 
the weaving of cloth from mill-spun yarns, 

He saw no real reason for the establish- 
nent of a carding plapt at Ardara, and if it 
were found necessary to establish a plant it 
would not be at Ardara. but at Kilcar, 
where they had got much better results. 

The estimate was passed. 


EXTERNAL AFFAIRS. 


———- 
FIANNA FAIL AND NAVAL 
CONFERENCE. 

Mr. BLYTHE, = Minister for Finance, 
moved the adoption of a vote of £39,822 
In respect of the Ministry of External 
Affairs. 9 . 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
“Affairs, said that there was only one item of 
increase of any magnitude, and that was in 
respect of new offices abroad. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin §.), for Mr. 
O'Kelly, moved that the estimate be referred 
back for reconsideration. He said that, with 
regard to diplomatic representatives ‘abroad, 
they could express approval of the Consul- 
General in New York and the Consul in 
Boston, as these offices were likely to help 
them in their relations with the American 
authorities. He went on to refer to the 
action of the Free State Government in 
de: ding to be represented at the Naval 
Conterence now sitting in London, and said 
that that Conference was known as -the 
Kive-Power Naval Conference, and they 
knew that the Irish Free State was not one 
of the five Naval Powers. 

MR. SMIDDY’S POSITION. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Govt., Wexford)—Whut 
is the official title of the Conference ? 
Mr, LEMASS—-** Oh, 1 do not know. It is 
‘he Naval Conference.” (He went on to a 
Buckingham Valace Circular issued with 
regard to the Conference, and said that, ac- 
esrding to that Circular, the Free State was 
not represented. He would like the Minister 
to tell them what exact status Professor 
Siniddy held in regard to the Conference. 
Was he attending as a delegate of Great 
Britain or not ° 

Mr. McGILLIGAN-+—He is not. 

Mr. LEMASS—What is his status, and 
what policy has he, and from whom does he 
take his instructions ” 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN—From me. 

Proceeding, Mr. LEMASS said that he 
thought the Minister should tell them what 
was tne purpose of having the Free State 
present at the Conference, and what policy 
was he expected to support. What did it 
mutter to the bree State whether there was 
parity between Great Iintain and the United 
states in naval strength, or between any ol 
the otner Powers ’ It would concern them 
if the Conterence abolished or reduced 
navies; but the only question was whether 
the navies of the world were to be increased 
bv agreement or without agreement. ‘The 
Minister should offer some explanation as to 
why the hostage from the Irish Free State 
should appear in the train of the British King 
at the Conference. ‘Lhe attendance of the 
Free State delegate would inevitably be mis- 
understood, and would be taken as an admis- 
sion that the Free State occupied in relation 
to Britain the’ same status that any subordi- 
nate legislature occupied to an Imperial Par- 
liament, 

THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

The conduct of the Department of Exter- 
nal Affairs during the past year had been 
such as to leave the Minister open to criti- 
cism on various grounds, but there was 
no ground on which he could be so strongly 
criticised as on his activities in connection 
with this Conference 

The Minister should tell them clearlv, and 
without ambiguity, what was the Govern- 
ments’ attitude towards the right of appeal 
to the Privy Council. There had been 
considerable “- haziness’’ about recent de- 
clavations on this matter, and there were in- 
dications that the Government were climbing 
down from the position they originally took 
up. Originally thev declared’ that they 
were out to abolish the right of appeal 
altogether, but now apparently they would 
be satisfied if the exercise of the right was 
made so diffcult that it would not be at- 
Lempted, 

The only grqund on which Free State 
delegates to the imperial Conference should 
stand was that the existence of the right of 
uppeal to the Privy Council was inconsistent 
with the status they claimed to have at- 
tained, and with the fullest exercise of their 
legislative powers, 

‘ BRITISH INDUSTRIES." 

The Minister should tell the House what 
was his attitude towards the proposal put 
forward recently by the Federation of British 
Industries for the establishment: of an 
Imperial Trade Conference. ‘The idea behind 
the federation was that industrial production 
for the Empire should be rationaligsed—in 
other words, that Ireland should become the 
live-stock producer for the British market, 
and be content with the manufactured pro- 
ducts of England. He wanted to know if a 
decision had been arrived at by the Govern- 
ment on that question. 5 

Mr. LEMASS next referred to the Con. 
ference at The Hague for codification of 
International Law at which the questions oi 
territorial waters and’ of nationality would 
be discussed, and asked what instructions 
had been given to the Free delegates in the 
matter of territorial waters. 

The Minister had been engaged for five or 
six years endeavouring to secure reciprocal 
arrangement with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland on the question of un- 
employment insurance, and he thought that 
the Minister should now proceed with his 
negotiations with Great Britain on the same 
lines as with Northern lreland—namely, on 
the basis that cach fund should bear its own 


cost. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

The three years residence qualification 
before benefit could come from national 
health or unemployment insurance, which 
was directed to prevent migratory labour 
from the Free State, he thought, was con- 
trary to international agreement, and he 
asked the Minister if these further discys- 
sions on the matter had produced any 
results, and, if not, what further steps were 
to be taken in the matter Fhe Minister 
should also tell the Dail whether or not he 
had taken any steps whatever to open 
further negotiations with the British Govern- 
ment of Lough Foyle, and to secure a solu- 
tion favourable to the Frée State, There was 
also the question of the lability for income 
tax to the Free State by the Carlingford 
Lough Commissioners. : 

Had the Free State delegates signed the 
recent convention that issued from the Tariff 
Truce Conference? 

Had the Minister failed to negotiate a 
commercial deal with France? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN — I will tell you 
when I am answering. 

Mr. LEMASS, continuing, said that it ap- 
peared a Commercial Treaty was established 
with Turkey, but what did they sell to 
Turkey or what did they buy from Turkey? 

Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork, W.)—We get 
raisins and figs. (Laughter.) | 

Mr. LEMASS, proceeding, said that the 
office of the High Commissioner in London 
was costing £10,042 a year. The purpose of 
that office was to create an atmosphere 
favourable to the Free State in Englarid and 
t» encourage trade with England. In the 
British Press there was a campaign by poli- 
tical correspondents against the Irish Free 
State, and the Government ought. to take 
whatever steps were necessary to prevent it.

In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

President CY SGRAVE, replying for the 
Minister for F nance, informed Mr. COONEY 
(k.F., Dublin N.) that twigs were not charge- 
able with duty on importation unless wood 
was a component part of their composition 
and they were for household or office use. 
The particulars of twigs for household or 
office use included in the returns for brooms 
and brushes were as follow :— 

Imported in 1928—Free of duty, 17,019 
dozen ; charged with duty as containing wood, 
54,9035 dozen. 

Imported in 1929—Free of duty, 23,256 
dozen; charged with duty, 39,780 dozen. 

In reply to Mr. COONEY, Mr. 
McGILLIGAN said that joinery was not an 
item in the classification used for the purpose 
of trade statistics; but under the description 
‘builders’ woodwork,” which included 
window frames, doors, etc., the imports in 
1928 were of the value of £45,250, and in 
1929 were £59,496. 


MINERAL RESOURCES. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN informed Mr. 
O'REILLY (F.F., Kerry) that a bill dealing 
with mines and minerals would be introduced 
as soon as the general legislative programme 
permitted. He had no evidence to indicate 
that any mineral developments likely to afford 
substantial employment were at present 
delayed for the want of legislation regulating 
such developments. 


ELECTRICITY SUPPLY BOARD. 


Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin S.) asked 
whether the resignation of the late Chairman 
of the Electricity Supply Board had been 
demanded by the Executive Council. 

President COSGRAVE replied that it had 
not. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) for Mr. Flinn 
(F.F., Cork Boro’) asked whether the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce had 
received a copy of a resolution passed by 
the Council of the Cork Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping pro- 
testing against the tendency to replace busi- 
ness men of proved efficiency by Civil Ser- 
vants on the Electricity Supply Board and 
demanding permanent representation for the 
Cork area on the Board. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he had received 
the resolution which was clearly based on 
a misapprehension of the facts, since only one 
member of the Board was a Civil Servant 
before appointment. It was not intended to 
introduce local representation as the basis for 
the constitution of the Board. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN informed Mr. DOYLE 
(Govt., Dublin 8.) that he hoped to in- 
troduce within the next three weeks a bill 
providing for, or granting compensation to 
the employés of the Electricity Supply 
Station, Pigeon House Fort, Dublin, who 
were discharged as a result of the taking over 
of this station under the Electricity Supply 
Board. 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) asked the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce whether 
he could give an estimate of the annua! net 
cost to the Free State of an arrangement 
with the British Government in relation to 
unemployment assurance, by which contr- 
butions paid in one country would be 
recognised as qualifying the insured person 
to receive benefits in the other, and also an 
estimate of the net cost of a similar arrange- 
ment with Northern Ireland. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that only an 
approximate estimate could be made of the 
cost to the Free State Unemployment Fund 
if benefit was paid out of it on stamps 
affixed in Great Britain. Assuming the Free 
State Fund to be credited with the value of 
those stamps the net cost to the 
Fund would be in or about £35,000 
per annum. The British Fund, on 
the same assumption, would have to meet 
a net cost of a few thousand pounds. lí 
merchant seamen were included in the recipro 
cal arrangement the amount would be sub- 
stantially increased. No comparable estimate 
could be given for Northern Ireland. He 
would be satisfied at any time to enter into 
reciprocal arrangements with Northern Íre- 
jand on the basis that each fund bore its own 
costs. 


POSTAL WORKERS AND 
POLITICS. 

In reply to Mr. O'CONNELL. (Labour. 
Mayo, 8.), President COSGRAVE (for the 
Minister for Finance) said that, after a care. 
ful review of all the circumstances, he re- 
gretted that he was in any way unable to 
modify the existing regulation debarring Pest 
Oftice employés from standing for election to 
local authorities, 


THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 


Mr.” BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8.) asked the 
Minister for Local Government what consider- 
ation was being given to providing living 
accommodation for families at present living 
in single rooms and who could not purchase 
liouses or pay the rents demanded for houses 
under construction in the City of Dublin. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that consideration had 
bain given to the matter by the City Com 
missioners in conjunction with their general 
housing policy. State subsidies had been 
rade available under tho various Housing 
Acts to the local authorities to enable, as far 
as possible, the provision of houses on reason- 
able terms for the accommodation of the 
working classes. The high cost attaching te 
house construction precluded at present the 
provision of houses on better terms 


VIVISECTION. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (Minister for 
Justice) informed Mr. COONEY (F.¥F., Dub- 
lin, N.) that approximately £30 was expended 
during the year 1928 from the Vote on Agri- 
culture in connection with vivisection carried 
out at the Veterinary College and the Veter- 
inary Research Laboratory. An inclusive 
allowance of £50 was paid from the Vote for 
the Department of Justice in 1928 for inspec- 
tion of vivisection under the Cruelty to 
Animals Act, 1876. Some trifling sums were 
also expended jn connection with vivisection 
during the year 1928 from the Votes for the 
State Laboratory and the Army.

“A PATHETIC WASTE 

OF TIME,” 


Mr. T. Westrope Benneit, Chairman, pre- 
sided at the meeting of the Irish Free State 
Serate yesterday. 

On the Committee stage of the Centval 
Fund Bill, 1930 (certified money bill), 

Colonel MOORE said that he wished to ask 
a question of which he had given notice. 
The Minister had frequently stated that there 
was a liability on the Free State to pay 
yearly to Britain large sums of money. The 
two aoe items were £1,000,000 this year 
allotted by the British Parliament for 
pensions of the discharged men of the Royal 
lrish Constabulary, their widows and children, 
and the sum of £3,000,000 for land annuities. 
These sums, with others, amounted to about 
£5,000,000 a year, and capitalised would be 
over a hundred million pounds. As the 
Minister had issued official statements that 
the debt of the Free State did not amount to 
£20,000,000, he (Colonel Moore) would like 


not included in the Minister’s statement of 
debt. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that, 1f there was any reason for capitalising 
any liability in respect of pensions and pay- 
ment to the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
they should also equally capitalise 
th: debt in respect of old age 
pensions, civil servants’ pensions, ete. He 
did not know that they should 
not also capitalise Civil Servants’ salaries. Of 
course, if they did they would reach a 
ridiculous position. Land annuities were a 
liability due by farmers to the holders of land 
stock. The functions of the British Govern- 
ment and the Free State Government re- 
garding land annuities was mainly that of a 
conduit pipe. i 

‘FALSE PRETENCES.” 
The Committee stage of the bill was passed 
with the consent of the House and the final 
Stages of the measure were taken. 
Colonel MOORE asked why the Minister 
did not pay the Royal Trish Constabulary 
pensions direct. The land annuities money 
was not paid by the people in the Free State 
to the stockholders; it was paid into what was 
called the Land Stock Fund, and in regard to 
that the Minister had undertaken to pay an 
amount away annually, whether he collected 
it or not. That was a liability as much as 
any other debt, and when the Minister issued 
these reports in order to make the newspapers 
favourable to him and went around acclaiming 
the wonderful benefits. that had been. derived 
without getting into debt he was doing so 
under false pretences.

The CHAIRMAN suggested that Mr. 
O'Farrell might withdraw his amendment and 
bring forward another amendment on the re- 
port stage. 

Mr. O’FARRELL expressed the view that 
the principle of the amendment ought to be 
adopted, He was in favour of an open Court, 
or of a Court in camera pure and simple. 
The House should, he thought, indicate what 
it thought by its action on the amendment, 
and it would be easy on the report stage to 
have a supplementary estimate. He would

Planets. 


Professor Lowell’s discovery of a new 
planet beyond the orbit of Neptune has 
turned astronomical interest from its 
wanderings in inter-stellar space to the 
comparatively domestic atmosphere of the 
solar system. A_ grudging old world 
already has hinted that Professor Lowell’s 
planet is nothing more than an extra- 
vagant comet. Now we learn that Rome, 
unwilling to concede a crown of discovery 
to Flagstaff, has discovered no fewer than 
four planets beyond Neptune. The 
additions are known, pending more 
elaborate titles, as ‘‘O,” “PP,” “Q”’ 
and “R”’ and the position which Pro- 
fessor Bendandi ascribes to ‘‘O”’’ corre- 
spends more or less with that of the 
Lowell planet. Responsible opinion, alas! 
is inclined to make merry at the expense 
of Professor Bendandi and his four 
fosterlings. There is no suggestion, says 
the Morning Post, that the new planets 
have been either seen or photographed, 
and one must presume that the “ dis- 
covery’’ is purely theoretical. Except 
for corroborative purposes, apparently, the 
telescope and camera are as dead as the 
‘alembic. Nowadays the sixth-form boy 
can traverse space, riding on an algebra- 
book as on a magic carpet. There seems 
to be a law that every new planet on the 
edge of the solar system has a radius half 
as large again as its predecessor. Once 
this fact is established, astronomers can 
continue to discover planets ad infinitum, 
taking care that they do not wander 
beyond the sphere of the sun’s pull. 
Future generations of sky-watchers may 
corroborate present prophecies; but, in 
the meantime, is it fair to base the 
discovery of a planet upon a mere mathe- 
matical calculation ?

MADRAS GOV ERN

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 
Fre t Revuter’s CORRESPONDENY. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

The French Senate to-day discussed the 
estimates of the Ministry of “ar. The 
Committee rapporteur observed. that the 
effectives of the French Army were to-day 
forty-four per cent. below pre-war figures, 
though the Army estimates had increased 
owing to the gen al rise of prices and the 
additional edpense involved by the redue- 
tion of the military service term. 

M. Maginot, Minister for War, said that 
the estimates for national defence were an 
insurance against war. Disarmament 
i was, doubtless, internati’ ally a topic of 
| discussion, but the results so far hardly 
came up to expectations. France alone 
since the war had seriously reduced her 
military forces. f Ae had set the example ; 
she could not, in present. conditions, go 

further without endangering her security. 

Some remarks made by M. de Jouvenel 
attracted attention, and led M. Tardieu 
himself to reply. 

Speaking on the heading of material, 
M. de Jouvenel said that, with appreciably 
smaller effectives, Germany was spending 
more on material than France. “ When 
vou evacuate the Rhineland.’’ he said, 
“how will you prevent Germany from 
soing back to the nation-in-arms system ? 
We shall see the armaments race com- 
mence again. We must enter upon the 
path of international disarmament, but 
not in a makeshift manner. I ask the 
Government to study a French programme 
for the international reduction of arma- 
ments. Do not let us wait for a possible 
international agreement; let us prepare, 
one ourselves, so that we may have a dis- 
armament programme ready to be carried 
out eventually.” , 

The [rime Minister replied: “ From the 
point of view of land disarmament, France 
is in the same situation as England is 
from the point of view of naval disarma- 
ment, We made reductions prior to any 
international agreement, an in a 
generous and, perhaps. even unproductive 
way, the Geneva organisations are dealing 
with disarmament. They do not see their 
way to carry on their work so long as sn 
guestion of naval disarmament has no 
been settled.

WONDERFUL RADIO. 
EXPERIMENT. 


‘LIGHTS SWITCHED ON 
11,000 MILES AWAY. 
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Frou Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


GENOA, Wednesday, 
| Short “radio waves, cutting over the 
Atlantic, the United States and the 
Pacific, carried the voice of the inventor, 
Marchese Marconi, from his yacht Elettra 
here this morning to Sydney, Australia, 
is order to open an Electrical. Exhibition 
iere, 

At three minutes past eleven the 
Marchese Marconi pressed a telegraph key 
on board his yacht, which closed a circuit 
in Sydney, 11,000 miles away, and so lit 
thousands of electric lights saor the open- 
ing of the Electrical Exhibition there. 


TRAIN OF WIRELESS WAVES. 


The pressure on the key transmitted a 
minute quantity of electricity to London, 
which released a train of wireless waves 
from the beam wireless station. These 
waves wére simultaneously received at Roc 
Bank, Victoria, and relayed from there 
over the intervening 550 miles to Sydney. 

Immediately after the successful per- 
formance of this experiment the Marchese 
Marconi spoke to a distinguished gather- 
ing in Sydney, which congratulated him 
on his success. “Wireless messages of con- 
gratulation were also received from the 
United States and Canada, over which 
countries the wireless waves passed on 
their way to Australia. 


LIGHTING THE LAMPS. 


Before the ceremony the Marchese spoke 
briefly to the officials at Sydney till he 
was told that all was in readiness at the 
other end. A moment of silence followed 
in the little room. Simultaneously the 
voice from Sydney said that an immense 
throng was waiting there, too, in silence 
for the inventor’s signal. 

Then the Marchese pressed the key. A 
moment later the voice from Sydney said: 
“The lights are on, thanks to you. 
Hurrah.”’ 

Smiling broadly over the success of his 
experiment, the. Marchese Marconi said: 
“I is particularly important, because it 
points the way to a future day when there 
will be no- electric wires, and all current 
of electric power will: be — transmitted 
directly in any direction and quantity de 
sired.’’

and’ adequately protected ? 

Mr. Henderson—I have no reason 
doubt of their safety at the moment. The 
right hon. gentleman knows how 
splendidly we are represented there, and 
Sir Myles Lampson keeps us fully in- 
formed of everything that is going on. 


PRECAUT!=-::S AGAINST PIRACY. 


Auswering questions with reference to 
the abolition. of the armed anti-piracy 
giards on British ships in Chinese waters, 
and the opinion and recommendations ol 
the Piracy Committee, which is studying 
this matter, Mr. Alexander, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, said that the Govern- 
ment had informed the shipping com- 
panies that they were prepared to sanction 
a further extension of the provision of 
regular naval and military guards for a 
definitely limited period, subject to cer- 
tain provisi_hs. These necessitated the 
shipping companies agreeing, before April 
1st, to the acceptance of an elaboration of 
the present scheme, under which guards 
w made. available by the Colonial 
pelice authorities for the internal protec- 
tion of shipping. The shipping companies 
were also required to give full payment 
for any regular guards supplied after 
March 31st, and to bear the whole cost 
of the elaborated scheme, including that 
of maintaining guards when not actually 
employed on board ship, in proportion to 
their requirements. Mr. Alexander added 
that he was still awaiting replies from 
the companies with reference to a meeting 
which was held on March 24th.

Allowing for adjustment of variations in 
our basis of caleulation, into which | need 
not enter, Sir Francis Watts’ assessment of 
the assistance required practically coincides 
with that of my Commission.

QUESTION OF COST. 


Accepting Lord Passfield’s way of putting 
it, that this would *‘ cost ” us several millions 
a vear, Í would beg leave to point out that in 
1924. when the last Labour Government was 
in office, the price of unrefined sugar (21s.

a ewt.} was a shade over 2jd. a lb. As com- 
pared with a price of 1d. a lb., this shows a 
drop of £21,000,000 in our annual sugar bill.

On the 14th of March, 1929. Mr. de

A mass meeting of the Mothers’ Union 
of the Diocese of Dublin, Glendalough and 
Kildare was held yesterday afternoon in the 
Metropolitan Hall, Dublin. There were over 
thirteen hundred acceptances of the invitations 
sent out by the President and Council of the 
Union and the meeting was one of the most 
Members 
were present from the three dioceses, and 
the proceedings from first to last were marked 
by much enthusiasm, 

Mrs. Gregg (Diocesan President) occupied 
the chair, ind on the platform were the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, Lady Arnott, D.B.E. (Presi- 
dent Mothers’ Union), Mrs. Chitty (Eton), 
the Honourable Mrs. Plunket, Mrs. Hodson, 


the Archdeacon of 
and Miss Draper-Newmau, 
Divisional Secretary, Mothers’ Union. 

The proceedings opened with the singing of 
the hymn, ‘‘ O God, our help in ages past,” 
and prayer offered by the Dean of Christ 
Church, 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President then extended a welcome to 
those present, and said that it was a great 
encouragement to have got such a splendid 
response from the United Diocese of Dublin, 
Glendalough and Kildare. She was delighted 
to see so many present. (Hear, hear.) They 
were very sorry that Mrs. Maude could not 
come over to speak to them, but though her 
heart was set on visiting them her doctor 
forbade her to take the journey. With their 
assent she would like to send a message to 
Mrs. Maude, saying how every sorry they 
were that she could not be with them, and 
wishing her a complete and speedy recovery 
from her illness. (Applause.) 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, addressing the 
meeting, said that he was sure that it would 
be a great satisfaction to them to learn that 
the membership of the Mothers’ Union of 
the United Diocese was almost exactly what 
it was before the war. When the war came, 
with the subsequent troubles, their numbers 
sank rather seriously. To-day, however, the 
number of members was within less than 100 
of the pre-war totai, (Applause.) 

Proceeding, the Archbishop said that there 
were many points of view from which they 
might regard the motlter's work. She had 
an influence in the home, which was like 
unto the usefulness which a harbour had for 
ships. The harbour was a shelter, and the 
mother’s influence and place in the home was 
a kind of shelter. Not only was it a shelter, 
hut it was a kind of preparation. Little 
ships made their trial trips first within the 
harbours, and sooner or later they left the 
harbour for some distant port. Now, the 


mother’s influence was somewhat like that— | 


a place of shelter, a time of preparation, and 
they had to learn that the natural course of 
mothers was to look forward to the time 
when the boy or girl was to go out and make 
en effort for his or her own independence. 
That was one of the hardest things that 
mothers had to face, 


MOTHERLY SELFISHNESS. —. 

One sometimes heard of a mother spoiling 
her children—she did not want to cross her 
children and make them unhappy,. rather 
than which she Jet the child do exactly what 
it liked, Others ‘spoiled children’ through 
a kind of wedk surrender to them—it was so 
much easier to“letethe child have its) way 
than for the mother. to. correct. it, and very 
soon this brought its penalty, .That was a 
matter that he inténded to refer tain par- 
ticular that afternoon. » There was a certain 
motherly selfishness which was not a thing 
that so much spoiled the -child’s character, 
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in the right direction. They in London were 
preparing for their world conference, which 
w take place in London next July, when 
ithe \Bishops would be in London attending 
the Lambeth Conference. The Bishops’ wives 
would come with them, so that they would 
haye delegates from the Mothers’ Union from 
every corner of the world. From Africa, 
India, Australia and Canada mothers were 
coming, and representatives of every colour 
would be present. ‘Their society was only 
half a century “old. Fifty - three or 
fiity- four years ago it “was started 
in a drawingroom ip a little village in the 
Diocese of Winchester. ‘There were now 
110 dioceses in which Mothers’ Union was 
working. There were 2,000 branches, and 
50,000 members. 

Describing the work of the Mothers’ Union 
in South Africa, she spoke of its influence 
on the wife of a Uganda Chief. She was 
the Secretary of the Mothers’ Union of that 
district, and when she was asked Py some 
delegates from England, who visited her for 
a message to th® mothers of other lands, 
she replied : “Tell them, as for me and my 
house, we do try to serve the Lord.” eo 
Sunday morning that woman sent her chil- 
dren off to Sunday school and church, just 
as the mothers in this country did, he 
was a Christian of the second generation, 
and was one-of the best mothers anywhere. 
(Applause. ) 

OTHER COUNTRIES. 

The movement in New Zealand was also 
briefly referred to by Mrs. Chitty. Two of 
their members got permission to take a 
wreath of red poppies from Westminster 
Abbey over to the Mothers’ Union in New 
Zealand. It was placed in the great cathe- 
dral. That was another very strong lin 
between the mothers of England and Aus- 
tralia. The services carried out by the 
Union's caravans in Canada and Australia 
were next described. These conveyances 
went into the back villages and 
places where the settlers had preceded 
who had been seated in these parts for as 
who had been seated in these ports for as 
long as ten. years, during which time, owing 
to distance, they could not attend any church; 
it would: take them three weeks to travel 
from their hames to a church. 

The ‘caravans went to these _ villages, 
arranged Services, the farmers’ wives from 
the outlying districts were brought in, and 
so the caravan services brought back to these 
women so mach that they had lost through 
being cut off from centres of worship. She 
was delighted to ‘see that Miss Eva Hassel 
was visiting-Dublin, and she would ask them 
to hear her story of caravan service in Canada. 
She really started the service, and her story 
was a most absorbing one. 

” IN SOUTH INDIA, 

In South India the Mothérs’ Union also 
worked principally among the low caste 
women, who were down-trodden for many 
centuries. Though they still lived in the 
mud where the rice was grown, their point of 
view was changed. They had self-respect, 
und they possessed new hope in life. They 
asked members of the Union who visited them 
to request the mothers at home not 
to fopget them in their prayers, as, 
though.» they. tried» -hard, they found 
it difficult to live a. Christian life. 
The carpet*weavets of Persia sent a similar 
message to the mothers at home, and. she 
would ask. all present to remember these 
mothers in prayer. 

The Union was a grvat bond among 
mothers, and it was a great help to them 
in the very big responsibilities of mother- 
hood. (Applause. ) 

During the proceedings Handel's “ Largo”’ 
was rendered hy Mrs. Moore’s orchestra, 
and Mrs. Hughts gave a beautiful rendering 
of “My Prayer” and. the “ Knight of 
Bethlehem.” 

The meeting concluded with the Benedic- 
tion, pronounced by the Archbishop, after 
which Mrs, Gregg thanked the helpers and 
donors. 
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SINGLING OF RAILWAY 
LINE. 
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Deciding that it had jurisdiction in the 
case, the Railway Tribunal, which sat in the 
City Hall, Dublin, yesterday, gave judgment 
in favour of the Waterford Harbour Board 
and the Borough Council of Waterford in 
their application to prevent the Great 
Southern Railways Company from singling 
by lifting one pair of rails on the line 
between Tiddown Station, County Kilkenny, 
and the terminus at Waterford City. 

The case for the applicants was that the 
singling of the line would be prejudicial to 
the commercial interests of the City of 
Waterford and to the trade of the port, as 
compared with other ports and harbours to 
and. from which traffic was carried on the 
company’s railways. | 

The railway company declared its intention 
in January, 1929, to proceed with the 
singling of the line, and when it received 
notice from the Harbour Board. and the 
Municipal Corporation that they would apply to 
the Tribunal to put a stop .to the work, the 
company put forward the case that the 
Tribunal had no jurisdiction to grant any of 
the relief claimed by the applicants.

WHSTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

On the motion for the second reading of 
the Consolidated Fund (No. 3) Bill in the 
House of Commons, Sir Hilton Young (Con- 
servative, Sevenoaks) called attention to 

“The decision of the Government and the 
determination of the Postmaster-General to 
develop the Overseas wireless telephonic 
system without co-operation with the Im- 
perial Communications Gompany.”’ 

There was, he said, a very strong prima 
facie case that this service could be most 
economically and efficiently worked by the 
Post Office taking the Communications Com- 
pany into co-operation and using it as its 
agent. The Post Office was relying 
upon somebody else, and that somebody 
else was a bi American syndicate, 
which had no British interest at all 
This refusal to co-operate with any 
British interest raised a very grave issue. 
One result was that we were providing the 
Argentine service es Berlin, ian this 
was all the more unsatisfactory as the profits 
were going to a German company. (Opposi- 
tion cries of ‘‘Shame.’’ It was of vital im- 
portance that the overseas telephonic system 
should be developed by British brains, British 
research and British methods. He suggested 
that. the whole matter should be considered 
anew, and that a Select Committee should be 
appointed, with a view to conserving British 
interests. 

TWO ASPECTS. 

The Postmaster-General (Mr. Lees Smith) 
contended that the decision of the Govern- 
ment in this matter was dictated solely by 
considerations of: national interest. Soon 
after he became Postmaster-General he re- 
ceived a letter from the Chairman of the 
Communications Company suggesting that the 
Government should use the beam stations for 
their wireless telephony on the payment of 
rent for the development of their services to 
Canada, Australia, India and South Africa, 
in the first instance, to be followed by a 
general development to the world as a whole. 
At first sight this, as Sir Edward Hilton- 
Young had said, seemed the obvious course to 
follow. That was one side of the picture. 
The other side soon revealed itself. He 
visited the great wireless station at Rugby, 
and found that there was a great wireless 
telephonic service already in existence. Inves- 
tigations proved to him conclusively’that the 
Rugby Station would give more power than 
the beam stations, and there would be fewer 
over-head charges. 

The whole question, however, was referred 
to a Committee of Experts, and they came to 
th» decision that the Rugby Station contained 
greater possibilities of development than the 
Marconi system. Another fact to be considered 
was the use. of land — lines. The 
beam stations required 4,192 miles of 
circuit, as against the 785 miles of Rugby 
and Baldock. . The Rugby system cost, all 
told, £43,000 a year. - That represented a 
saving of £18,000 a year over what ‘ould 
have had to be provided for the use of a 
beam station. In addition, there were other 
savings by the Post Office system, and adding 
them all together, the financial advantage of 
the Rugby system was over £30,000. It was 
on this ground that the Government felt 
justified in declining the offer from the 
Communications Company. 

It was intended to provide a direct service 
to Canada, and as soon as the Post Office 
had the authority of the House a service 
would be opened to the Argentine. They 
were also prepared to open a service to 
Kgypt. The suggestion that American en- 
giueers were employed at the Government 
stations was entirely incorrect. There was 
not a single one at Rugby or Baldock.

That wes Hot his fault: it was 
his mother’s~he had been kept under his 
mother’s thumb, One of the things that 
broke that. down was the public school 
habit, because the mother got accustomed 
early in life to- he separated from her child. 
Another example was that of a man of 
forty years of age. . His clergyman was asked 
why he was not married, and’ the reply was 
‘that his mother would not jet him. (Laughter. } 
This simply mean: that his mother was selfish 
and determined to. destroy his life, to keep 
him as her baby to the end of her hfe. That 
kind of thing was going on in a great many 
houses throughout the country, and it illus- , 
trated the utter selfishiwess on ‘the part of 
mothers. In order to avoid that the mother 
must remember that her place is a regular 
vocation, a thing that may be full of joy and 
full of pain as well. Mothers must be ready 
to keep self in check. The mother’s business 
was to simply prepare for the day when she 
can be dispensed with, when she has to give 
the child up and train the child for the day 
when it turns. its back on her and. goes for- 
ward into the world as a man on his own. 

THE GOOD MOTHER. 

Dealing with self-will in children, the 
Archbishop said that that which they called 
self-will in children was simply the push and 
freshness of the young individual life, and it 
was meant to be in some real sense a self- 
protection to the child. 

Proceeding, he said that they should not 
imagine that they would be good mothers 
just because they were mothers. To be a 
good mother was a very difficult thing. 
There was an art, a science, a lesson that 
they had to learn, and a veritable 
religion in being a good mother. That was 
why the Mothers’ Union existed. He felt

It is unfortunate that the. University 
College, Dublin,  Dramatic Society did not 
have the advantage of professional direction 
in the selection of the plays which were pro 
duced last night in the College and in the 
selection of the place in which they were to 
be staged.

COURT UPHOLDS. THE 
DECISION. 


From Revter’s Corresponpenr. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

The action. brought by Mlle. Violette 
Moris against the French Women’s Sport- 
ing Federation for expelling her from the 
Federation because she habitually. wore 
men’s clothes, was dismissed by the Civil 
Court here to-day with costs against the 
plaintiff. 

The plaintiff had claimed 100,000 francs 
(£860) damages and re-admission to the 
Federation. 

Mile. Moris was present in court in 
male attire, wearing a blue lounge suit 
and grey raincoat. During the reading of 
the judgment ot the Court she occasion- 
ally shook her head. 

In its considered judgment the Court 
said that the facts which had been proved 
against the plaintiff justified, in its 
opinion, the action of the Committee in 
expelling her from the Federation. Among 
those considerations was the fact that in 
1923. Mile. Moris insulted a referee in a 
sporting event and smacked the face of a 
member of the Committee. She then gave 
a garbled account of the incident to the 
Press, Iy another sporting event in 
which “she was taking part she issued a 
poster. drawn up in terms which might be 
used of.a-country fair acrobat.

How American Plans May Affect 


“Breland 


It may not appear-evident that these pas 
tindertakings, to -which live stotk, datrying, 
fruit and vegetables are being rapidly added, 
aré any eoncern of the Irish or British farmer, 
until. their modus. operandi. are studied. 
What concern, it may be asked, -of: the Irish 
dairy farmer is the handling. ‘of American 
cotton in America? Let us think it out, The 
LDoard advances part of the price of the cotton 
crop ready fot marketing, to. the National 
Association, “which. re-advances . to “the 
locals a proportion of the. value of their eon- 
tribution. to. the quantity available for sale. 
The locals re-lend to each grower - his. pro- 
portion, ‘against’ his unsold cotton: The 
cotton. is held until prices rise. . Probably 
they do rise. In the process the Lancashire 
cotton  industry—already ‘suffering from 
Jananese. competition—may— ‘suffers - it- will 
suffer if, after the. American price has been 
stabilised, it: pays the Association -to dump 
a big surplus on the European - market, Un- 
employment in Lancashire increases, the cost 
of living falls, because the’ operatives have 
less to spend; the price of butter falls -inci- 
dentally, hecause . the operatives eat 
margarine, and: Irish dairying is ‘struck by 
the advancing wave of British poverty. 

Britain is suffering severely from a slump 
in the. price.of corn at present; and ‘one 
definite proposal of the “‘ Agrioultural Cón- 
ference ” is that the price of: wheat should 
be fixed through some process of stabilisa- 
tion (just how is ‘not -unahimously agreed 
upon) at 55s.. per quarter. It is easy to see 
that’ if American. wheat is dumped next 
season; as German was ‘last winter, the re- 
sults may be disastrous. It -is not. easy to 
forecast all the ramifications of* a policv in 
which (amongst others) pig breeders will be 
involved. If the cost of producing bacon is 
increased in Ireland or ‘Britain’ through an 
increased price for feeding stuffs: on the one 
hand, or if live-stock deeline in price, because 
wheat land goes out. of cultivation and pig- 
breeding is substitated, one or other type of 
farmer may suffer, As a world industry, all 
farming is interlocked, 


Will the New Policy Succeed? | 
But is this policy, which may‘prove to be | 
a menace to farming elsewhere, certain to 
succeed and. thus to become permanent . in 
the United States? If the word “ certain.” 
is pressed, the answer is ‘‘ No,’ not yet.’

Diarrhea. | : 

One af the most common complaints is 
diarrhea, which is very often caused by chill, 
(This is quite apart from b. W. D., the nvost 
virulent cause of destruction among feathered 
flocks in«recent years.) Great care should he 
taken to ‘prevent #° chill “setting im, as, an 
outbreak will greatly check the progress’ of 
the “flock, thesbinde taking a. jong ‘timé to 
fully recover from the effects of an attack. 


Preventive Measures. 


See: -that- all..coops and: runs. are sheltered 
from the wind, and, if possible, facing south. 
When a brooder is used the damp should be 
carefully trimmed each;.day, and ‘the wick 
should be. long enough. to reach:-the. oil, be- 
cause if the: lamp goes out “on. a cold day 
the chickens will be very easily chilled. The 
birds should be taught to go in .ahd out, of 
the toól part ‘of. the brooder—otherwise. 
through hot knowing howto get back to. the 
warm chamber, they’ would soon become 
perished. & 


Remedies. | 

The best is warmth, Provide a comfortable 
house, coop or .brooder without draughts. 
| Change the food ; give a little bmled rice 
and breadcrumbs” sqiieezed ' out-of milk: “In 
very bad cases give sone drop of chlorodyne 
to.a small chicken, increasing, the dose to two 
or three drops. for a larger bird.

(2)—Anothier simple remedy... based on the 
same lines “—Place the chickens ‘in a ‘coop and 
slake some lime therein; stir it well, so. that 


the birds. will. breathe the fumes given: off. 


. (3)—Divide a large hox into an. upper and 
lower storey ;.place.the chicks in the; uppeí 
part, -and. in the lower burn. some. farbolic 
acid in an iron. saucer.. The fumes pass. up 
through the holes in the floor - to - the 
chickens, and have the same effect as those 
of sulphur and lime. A careful watch must 
be kept while the birds are being treated. 


Prevention Best. 

As in all other disease Feis AA is bet-

stock; What sinipler way could there be 
forthe .dairy.-farmer:-to increase, his stock 
than: by rearing: his calves each vear’ Yet 
many farmers dispose of the “ su: ks” in het 
haste, as if they were á danger to the com- 
munity. When asked why they do net rear 
them, they say: that calves. never. live. with 
them. Because years ago, perhaps, the calves 
all died on a certain farm, is it to be 
taken as inevitable that for ever after they 
are déstined for early: yraves on that. same 
land? There are—of-.course, weeaghois; and 
some farms carry disease, rendering it, difh- 
cult, and- often impossible} to. bring fhe. young 
stock to healthy-maturity.. Apart from this, 
however, there are-far too many. people who 
either do not want ‘the trouble of feéding 
the calves or who think it, is too expensive. 
They apparently prefer, when spring-time 
comes, to go-to the sales and pay high 
prices, which they say they cannot afford, for 
what is usually avery expensive beast—the 
in-calf heifer.. Even if. only the heifer calves 
were kept and reared each year, soon there 
would - be fewer .dairy farms on the 
auctioneers’ lists’ and- less calls. on the 
farmers’ over-taxed pocket, 


Feeding the Young. Calf. 


Important points. in rearing -calves are fe- 
gularity in feeding and suitable food. Calves 
should-be fed three times a day until they 
are over “Íour weeks oll. The first feed 
should always consist of the “ beastings,’ 
tchich acts as a Medicine; and, i at-all pos- 


sible, the ‘calf should get its mother’s mik 


for the first week or two.: A little..warm 
water should be added to the milk. in order 
to -aid- digestion. The-feed should be given 
at blood heat, and the quantity should. be 
about six Quarts per. day, evenly divided. 
For a full three: weeks new milk and. water 
only should be fed, and~at the-end of that 
time the calf can be gradually changed on-to 
separated milk. 

It is generally at this -stage that. most 
fatalities occur, due mainiy to making a too 
sudden change in the diet. To avoid trouble 
at first; add about one pint of the separated 
milk to the new milk. rede ine the latter in 
the same proportion. Each day add a little 
more separated, until at the end of ten davs 
all the new milk has been replaced by the 
other. In this wav, the calf will not notice 
the change, and should suffer fo ill-effects. 
To counteract the loss of fat in the separated 
milk, a small quantity of some.meal shouid 
be given. This, too, should be: handled care 
fully, and. only. very little at first: by de- 
grees, the amount. can be increased 


A Good Calf Meal. 


A‘ good calf imealcisconimosed of two parts | 
(by weight): fine Indian meal, two parts fine | 


oatmeal -or wheatmeal, one. part ground -flax- 
ghed.. - This'-meal hasbeen. used with very 
good results -as-a—rearer of. healthy calves.

crushed oats. Jt. should be given dry ‘after 
milk, and ailow at first about one ‘ounce 
per day per head; once the calves begin to 
eat. it, they get to like it, and the quantity 
can- be increased until, when about ten weeks 
old, they get about. eight. ounces. and at 
three. months about 11b. per diem: 

When feeding separated milk it should 
never be given hot. -This.way it is very in- 
digestible,.and has been responsible for múch 
loss among young stock. The best policy is 
to feed it twelve hours after it comes from 
the creamery, and just bring it up to bldod 
heat by the addition of the hot porridge. 
Even if, as will happen in hot weather, it 
has got thick-in the interval, it is far better 
and more digestible, and they like it better 
than if hot. It should, of course, be kept in 
strict cleanliness and in a cool place. 


Method of Feeding. 


Each calf should be fed in a separate can 
or bucket, as where a number are fed to- 
gether some drink too much and others thal 
drink slowly do not get enough. 

Just as when starting to feed, the inctease 
in supply should be gradual, so when about 
to cut off the milk supply it should be done 
slowly, and before it is stopped some hav 
and pulped roots should be fed to the calves: 
turnips and mangels are the most popular. 
and with tlem can he mixed the crushed 
Oats. 

A comfortable house and proper care are 
jist as important as feeding. ‘The - house 
should be dry, airy and clean, and should 
have a good bed of straw or other litter. 
which ought to be renewed each day. The 
feeding vessels: should be scrubbed and 
scalded after each meal and left in a current 
of puré air. Hav, roots, or feeding stuffs 
should not be left lying about under the 
iniamls’ heads: they shouldbe so placed 
that the calves cannot lie or trample on 
them. A rack for the hay is essential. 

Calves should be kept in a thriving con- 
ition otherwise. they very often . become 
stunted in growth, and take months to re 
cover. 

Calf-rearing is surely the most fascinating 
work on the farm, and with ordinary care 
and common-sense methods there is: no reason 
why it shonid not also be the ‘most -satisfr- 
provided the parent stock is 
heaithe and well cared for.. Our sympathies 
are with the farmer whose efforts in this 
direction meet with no measure of snecess,
